Balfour on the Situiitiou— Keforms 
Reiiuired ia rarliiuneiitury Pro- 
cedure— Freueh Duties. 



LoNDo.v, July 17.— In the House of 
Linis to-day Earl Salisbury laid on the 
table the correspondence which had 
taken place regarding the Venezuelan 
•luestion. He said he felt that in a mat- 
ter of such supreme importance it was 
necessary to be careful of every step 
that he was taking. He concluded by 
saying that he had pursued, 
with the consent of the United 
.States, an umiaiial ciuirse in laying 
these jiapers on the table while tlienego- 
tialions were still |)roceeding. This bad 
been done in order that the best intel- 
lects on both sides i-lioiild ajiply them- 
eelves to u matter affecting the welfare 
of the whole human race in such a sin- 
gular dcL'ree and especially the good re- 
lations with the United States, with 
which it was the desire of the govern- 
ment to be on the friendliest terms. The 
remarks of the Marquis of Salisbury 
were greeted with liearty cheers by the 
House of Lords. 

All the London jonrnals this morning 
have comments on the statement made 
by Lord Salisbury in the Holiseof Lords 
and on the correspondence between the 
United States and British governmeiits 
on the Venezuelan question whicli he 
i;reaented at the time he made lii.H state- 
ment, to bo ])ablislied here Biiiiultane- 
ously with it.s publication in the United 
States.

Hon. Arthur Balfour, Conserva- 
tive leader in the House of Commons, 
made a speech to-night at the lianquet 
of the United Gtnb, in which he touched 
upon the difficulties thegovernment baa 
encountered in securing the passage of 
the Irish land bill and the eilucational 
bill. He contended that there was 
nothing exceptional in the present state 
of government business ixnd that no gov- 
ernment ever succeetled at the lirst ses- 
sion of a parliament in jiasaing more 
than a sixth part of the programiiie.

Up Vacancies Before 
Quitting Office. 



The Doctrine Laid Down by the 
Ablest Constitutional Authorities 
—Mr. Mackenzie's Course. 



(From the Montreal Gazette.) 
The newspaper supporters of tho new 
Premier are practically unanimous in 
announcint,' IhiU tlie Governor-Gonernl 
refused to riilify tlio Oniers-iii-Council 
adopted by Sir Cliurlea Tuppor's ciil)inet 
after the rt'cenl o'.eotion. One pajjer, 
the Toronto Globe, even goes bo far as to 
give the number of recommendations 
made and not Hactioned. All of them 
commend the Govtirnor-General'acourse. 
It will likely l)u found, when the papers 
are calleil for in [mrliiinient, tliat none 
of the inattur.s ileult witli weru of any 
Heriiins inipurtiinco to tlio itountry. A 
good many of the orders HeiMn 
to Inivu referred to iippi)inlnu'iU.s 
to and elianuus in the civil Ber- 
vii:e, in the way of proniotioiis, 
wliieh niinislerH iU'.iiuuinteil witli tho <ie- 
partinenlH were beat ([Ualilied to deal 
with. Tlie interent of ttie general public 
■will not liUely be allected, l)iH'aiis(' there 
is really iiolhinj^ot ho little real concern | 
to the conunuiiity at l:irj;e iiH the politi- I 
cal feelinu's of the men who fill jnihlic 
ofhues. Whatever the facts may be, as 
regards action on appointment recoin- 
raendations, there will be no popular 
agitation over the matter. It ia right to 
point out, however, in justificntion of 
the course pursued by Sir Charles Tuj)- 
per and his colleagues, that they were 
following well eatablislied coiiHtitu- 
tional lines, recogiii/ed both in Cireat 
Britainand in Caiuuhi. The letter of Hon. 
Ale.f. Mackenzie was referred to the 
other day. He laid down the rule that 
a government, alter its defeat at the 
polls and before its resignation, was not 
only justified , but WHS i II d\ity houiui to 
goon administering the atl'airs of the 
couniry in e.xuclly the same way as if it 
had a majority of parliament at its back. 
In conformily witli that position he re- 
commended, among a large number of 
other appointments, that of Mr. H. E. 
Tasehereau to be a judge of the Supreme 
Court of Canada, those of Mr. Mau- 
rice Lafrainlwiae and Mr. H. T. Taacli- 
ereau to be judges of the Superior court 
of Quebec, that of Mr. R. L. Weather- 
be to be a judge of the Supreme 
Court of Nova Scotia, and that oi ^tr. | 
Arclilbald Bell to be judge of the County I 
Court of ICent, Ontario. All these ap- | 
poiutments were apj)roved by l^ord I)ul- ' 
lerin, as well as many others, including I 
that of Mr. Williaui IJuckinghani, Mr.' 
Mackenzie's private secretary, to be 
iJepnty Ministei of the Interior. Theie 
is pre<H!(leiit, therefore, sanctioned by 
one of tlie ablest of Canada's viceroys, 
and at the instance of a Li beral jiremier, 
for the making:, liy wli.ii. the Laiirier 
constitutionalists of to-day call a mori- 
bund government, of even the most im- 
portant appointments. 

This precedent is in thorough kee])ing 
with the doctrine laid down by the 
ablest conatitulfonal writers in tlie Eng- 
lieh langungu. Mr. Todd, that Canadian 
whole credited with making the best 
summary of British conutitutinnal law. 
pays iti Ilia Parliamentary Practice in 
lingland : 

. "()iU-g(iiiig niii.isters are bound to 
coiiiliict the ordinary business "f piii lia- 
nienl and lif the iHuiiitry so lon^ as tliey 
retain the seals of uflice. 'I'hey continue, 
moreover, in fii.l possession of their 
ofHcial authority and l unctions and must 
meet and incur the full responsibility of 
all public transactions until their succes- 
sors have kissed bands iijion their acceiit- 
ance of (illice. I'pon this jioint it has 
been declared by .-^ir Robert I'cel that 
'though the members of an adminis- 
tration may have teiuiercd t.heir resigiia- \ 
tions they were atill entitled to make I 
any appointments which the oxigeueies { 
of the public service might require and 
these appoiiitiiients they were uii- 1 
doubtedly entitled to go on making until | 
they were actually siinerse<led by tlie 
entrance into olliee of tiieir successors. I 
It was aUvays the practice to fill uj) ! 
vacancies. I'eeraL'es iiroin isi'il by ai 
minister's |>redeces~ois in ollice bail been i 
granted l bou^'h no instructions had been | 
signed or sealed on the subject.' " 

In bis work on Parliamentary Govern- 
ment in the Colonies, the same author 
sayt: : 

" While the (loveriior (of a colony) is 
free to su^'ge^t or remonstrate with his 
Ministers wlien re(|Uested to i.dvo the 
sanction of the Crown i n ease of appoint- 
ments or removals from ollice, iti' only 
under very e.xceptioiial circumstances 
that he would be justified in disregard- 
ing the recomnieudation of his responsi- 
ble advisers on such anbjects." 

It has al«o been stated in the discus- 
sion that has aricen over this feature of 
the situation that on Mandi ."), there 
was a debate in Ihi! lliitisli IIoiihc of 
ComiiioiiH over the appoioloKMit of a 
military otlicer to be periiiaiieiit 
Under-Secelary for Ireland, which 
was made by the Disraeli .Ministry on 
the eve of its ciiiittiiig ollice. .\i I in itli iig 
that as a general rule a retiring ministry 
was justified in lillintr up vacancies, Mr. 
Gladstone obje'Cted t,o the exercise of the 
right in a case of such special importance 
and re8|)onsibility, anil hinted that it 
might be found expedient hereafter to 
fill up this ottico in a diflerent. ftay. The 
Disraeli ministry at the aame tinu; 
appointed tho Earl of Mayo to be c;<iver- 
nor-Geueral of India, but this appoint- 
ment, though aeverely criticiaed by the 
Iviheral [iresia, was unquestioned iu par- 
liament.

A SHATTERED PARTY. 

The Chicago Convention baa evidently 
done tlie Democratic party irreparable 
injury. Tluit jiarty, in fact, may be 
Baid no Idii^'er to uxist. The men who 
protest nuisc louilly and most (nn])liatl- 
ciilly afiiiiiKst the princiiile.s cniinciateil 
and the grouiul taken by tlie majority of 
the Convention, are the men who have 
hitherto been conaidered the leaders of 
the Democratic party, and the news 
papers which condemn the Convention 
and all its works iiiOMt unsparin^^ly 
and most stron^dy are thopi^ tliat have 
up to the iire.seiit time, been re;j:ardeil 
aa the organs and the inoatlij)ieces of 
the Democratic parly. Tne way in which 
Republican speakers and Republican 
journals comment on t!ie proceedings of 
the Chica^'o Convention is mildness it- 
self when compared with the tierce de- 
imiuMation of Democratic politicians and 
the Democratic press. Tin; reason of 
this is not far to seek. It is but? natural 
that the Kepublicans should regard tlie 
apparently successful attempt which the 
Demoeratio party made at Chicago to 
commit suicide, with equanimity, and it 
is eipially natural that honest and iiitel- 
lij^ent Ilcinocriits should witness the 
spectacle witli ^M'ief and iiuli^na- 
tion aliiio^t iinsneakable. The Re- 
publicans see that the (Jhicago Con- 
vention has made tlieir success in 
the approaching presidential election 
jir-rfectly certain, wliile the true Demo- 
crats are oiUr:=,t;ed to behold their party 
fciiatteretl and disjiraced. 

Tlie reader will lie able to form some- 
tiiiiij; like an adeiiiiale idea of the way 
111 w hicii Democrats who are attached to 
their jiarty, are jjrotid of it, and have its 
welfare at heart, contemplate the doings 
and the utterances of the Chicago Con- 
vention, when he reads the followinj? 
denunciation of the work done by the 
<;oiivention, and the jiolicy advocated by 
the ureal niajoritv of its members, which 
a|)pears in the New Vurk Times, one of 
the leading organs of the Democratic 
jiai ty as it was : 

" The Populist scheme," it says, " an- 
nounced at Chicago is as complete 
in its wickedness as in its absurdity. 
There is in it everythini; that the silver 
conspirators and the ropiilist af^itatois 
have worked for for years past. 

"Debased coinage, unlimited jiaper cur- 
rency, repudiation of public and private 
debts, thff threat of a packed Supreme 
Court, spoliation of property, cheating 
of labor, corruption of the civil service — 
these are the idatforni." 

This is how the Times characterizes 
the C!onvi!ntion and what it says about 
the contest which it has precipitated : 

The convention is Populist, the plat- 
form is I'opulist, the candidate is Popu- 
list. There is nothing DtMiiocratic in 
any of them, and no true Dciiiocral can 
support them directly or indirecalv. T'he 
Times cannot and will not. The Times 
repudiates the convention, its jilalform, 
and its candidates. It will use all the 
power it possesses to expose their true 
character and lo defeat them. It would 
regard any other course as treachery 
to the country, and as false to every- 
thing in the Democratic party that in 
the past haa deserved loyalty. 

We have no fear of the result. Our 
confidence in the sense and honesty of 
the American people does not permit it. 

The majority, the great niasa of the 
jieople, are neither foolish nor rascally. 
For years, under the astute and cunning 
guidance of the silver mine owning con- 
spirators, the agitation h;ia biien carried 
on chat now gives us the Chicago candi- 
(hite on the ChicUi^o platform. Hither- 
to, first one party and then the other 
has been bribed or scared into concea- 
siou. An open light has been avoided. 
Thank God, an open fleht !a now possi- 
ble. The right will win. 

It must bo remembered that the arti- 
cles of the Times are generally moderate 



tone. The occasion must indeed ' be 

serious when it allows itself to iiqe the 
strong languasje we have quoted. 

And the Times is not alone in its con- 
lemnation of the Chicago Convention. 
A.11 the leading Democratic newspapers 
have promptly repudiated the platform 
of the Convention and condemned its 
nominee for the position of President. 
They advise their readers to support the 
Republican candidate rather than vote 
for Mr. Bryan. And at this moment it 
seems as if their advice would be taken. 
The Democrats do not like McKinley 
and they do not approve of the policy of 
o.Ktreme protection favored by the Re- 
publican jjarty, but i)rotection of the 
most stringent and exclusive kind is in 
their opinion a safe and a patriotic pol- 
icy compared with the wicked and ab- 
surd platform placed before the country 
by a Convention claiming to be Demo- 
cratic. The issue, as the best element 
in the Democratic party understand it, 
is "Country or I'arty," and those who 
comjiose that element have, with a 
promptness and a unanimity which 
does them honor, chosen "Country." 



THE von DEN JUBILEE. 

The Knulish newspapers comment 
very freely on the address delivered by 
Mr. Courtney, M.P., President of the 
Cobden Club, at a dinner given to cele- 
brate the .Tubilee of the repeal of the 
Corn Laws. The tone of those jiapers is 
not so jiibihint as one would ixpect. 
They are lUMily all free t rtide in prin- 
ciple, and it is natural to suppose that 
wdien contemplating; fifty years of free 
trade they would indulge in a little tall- 
talking. But they do nothing oL the 
kind. They seem all to have been in 
a philosophical niooil, and w hile alive to 
the benefits wdiich (ireat Britain has en- 
joyed from the operation of the system 
of free trade, they have not been by any 
means blind to its drawbacks and dis- 
advantages. Some of them notice 
the very signiticant fact that Cireut 
Britain's examide has not been fol- 
lowed by any other nation, ai'd that 
none of iier colonies has ado|ited the 
fiscal policy of the Mother Country. 
Mr. Courtney admitted that countries 
may flourish under a jjrotective system, 
and that they may decline under free 
trade. Commenting on this admission, 
the Times says : 

That free trade is not all-i)owerft;l for 
good ho iiroves and illustrates from the 
history of the last fifty years, m the 
course of which, in our own country, 
under a tree trade regime, certain por- 
tions have sufl'ered a diminution in tiieir 
commeicial transactions. If these oracu- 
lar words lefer to the tinplate trade, it 
is true, as Mr. Courtney insists, that 
the mischief is not to be set down 
as the result of our free trade 
policy. If they refer to agricul- 
ture, they not only very imiier- 
f(!Ctly describe the real extent of 
the depression, but they refuse to ascribe 
it to the very cause to which it is most 
uni^uestionahly iliie. But tliere is worse 
yet in store lor us to listen to, and jios- 
sibly to endure. What has hap|)ened to 
the tinplate trade and to a^jriiMilt ure 
may, perhaps, happen by-and-by to 
every other trade and industry, and we 
may iind (jurselves, lo our dismay, in 
the presence of an all-round trade de- 
pression, with no hope of a recovery 
from it. .-Ml that Mr. Courtney will say 
to cheer us is that, when this evil day 
comes, it will not have been by free 
trade that it baa been caused.' The 
office of free trade will be to mitigate a 
trouble which it is not within its power 
to avert. But if Mr. Courtney was less 
effusive than he might have been on the 
benelits of free trade, be tlia])layed somi^ 
skill in lifibtly pasainj; over the rash 
pr(Jiiiises that were made on its behalf 
lifly years ii'^o, and in not addiiijr new 
ones of his own. Many things have 
lia|>peiied since l.SUl. The jirophecies 
and assurances of the club's eponyniouA 
hero have been fiillilled in part, and 
have in part been very signally falsified. 
.•Agriculture is not nourishing under free 
trade in corn ; partly because wo have 
done away with the safeguards which 
early economists, without exception, 
would have retained. Foreign countries 
have shown no readiness to imitate our 
fiscal system. 

The Times seems to consider that it is 
possible for Ureat Britain to modify her 
trade system on other than economic 
grounds. It evidently believes that 
some time in the future the British jieo- 
ple, for the sake of binding the Mmpiie 
closer together and of availing lliem- 
selves of the strent;ih and the material 
resources of the colonies, may jiermit 
their Crovei nment to enter into a com- 
mercial union with the colonies which 
will be based on principles of which the 
theoretic fret! traders cannot approve. 
It says : 

" If our fiscal system is threatened at 
alt it is not on economic grounds. >So 
viewed it is safe against attack. But 
the notion has been gaining favor that 
it may be worth while, for I be sake of 
jiolitical advantapes, to submit to an 
economic loss, and to strengthen tlu^ 
bond which unites our iMiipire by es- 
tablisiiiiig some form of an intercolonial 
and Imjierial zollvercin. I'Vom these 
projects we do not look for any immedi- 
ate or near results. .Much remains to 
be done befoie they can take shape 
action. But, none the less, they are in 
the air, and we shall bear more of them 
if the time ever comes when the condi- 
tions precedent have been fulfilled, and 
wIkui our colonies are prepared on their 
part to act together, and to propose 
terms which we can accept. Economic- 
ally and politically, they have every- 
thing to gain by the move." 

Prom this it will be seen that the 
scheme of preferential trade is not re- 
garded by intelligent lilngliabmen as an 
idle dream or as an impractical theory. 

That the Morning Post does not look 
uijon free trade as universally ajjplicable 
ajipears from the following jiassage from 
its article on the Jubilee celebration : 

The most astounding passage in Mr. 
Courtney's speech was that in which he 



France, the United States of America 
and our Colonies would all be more pros- 
perous to-day if they had adopted free 
trade than he admits they have been 
under their steady adherence to a sys- 
tem of protection. It is impossible to 
argue with a prophet, and it is still more 
ditlicult to reason with a aelf'^atistied 
philosopher who is aa cock-sure ad 
Lord Macaulay as to what would 
have happened if the past history 
of the world had been different. 
While Mr. Courtney is so absolutely cer- 
tain aa to the increased prosperity which 
foreifin countries would have enjoyed if 
their statesmen had only had the beneOt 
of his advice, and had acted on it, he is 
driven to acknow ledge that the hopes of 
those who were so sanguine fifty years 
ago as to the future had not been real- 
ised, and that tliere had been great dis- 
ajjpointment of tlio expectations then 
entertained. 

The St. James' Gazette is mildly scep- 
tical as to whether Great Britain's pros- 
perity is due to tier adoi)tion of the 
policy of free trade titty years ago. It 
says : 

Tlie free trade which haa not given us 
peace, may or may not have helped us to 
prosperity. Tills is a doul)tfuI ([ueation. 
Twenty years at;o, even ten years ago, 
it was not supjiosed to be doubtful, iint 
to-day it is. Accortlinj: to all the ])riii- 
eiplea of CobdeniHin, countries wdi ich have 
been steadily buildiiu; their tariff wallfi 
higlierand higher year by year should be 
countries going hopelessly to industrial 
and commercial ruin. Lord Kimberley j 
says they have i)rospereil not because of 
Proteclion Imt in spite of Protection. 

The coiudusion to wdiich many tliink- 
ing men in Great Britain and her col- 
onies have arrived is hapjiily expressed 
by the Morning Advertiser, which says 
that free trade " is regarded now simply 
as a matter of commercial expediency." 
It la suited to some countries at certain 
stages of their existence, an<l it i:s un- 
suited to them atdiU'erciit staues. Cireat 
Britain haa done in these latter days 
fairly well with free trade; other coun- 
tries have continued to exist and to 
prosper without it. This shows that 
free trade is evidently not an essential 
to the well-being of every country at 
every period of its existence.

Mr. Gunn, of Winnipen, supreme or- 
ganizer of the Order of Unity, hag vis- 
ited Portage la Prairie to institute a 
lodge which has been in course of forma- 
tion under the charge of Mr. Bryans. 

John Puterson, of Toronto, brother of 
H. S. I'aterson, is speudini: a few davs 
at Portage on his return from lirilisli 
Colurabiii. He visited the Kootenay 
country and is enthusiastic in liisdescrip- 
tion of the mineral wealth of that dis- 
trict. 

Dr. Milroy bus left Portage on a holi- 
day trip to British Columbia, and will 
be absent two or three weeks. On hin 
return he will be accompanied by Mrs. 
Milroy and family, who have been so- 
journing on the Pacific coast for some 
months. 

George Lane, of Calgary, will com- 
mence whipping cattle about the 1st of 
August. He has already purchasetl 
3,000 head of stock. James Russell has 
imported 150 head of thoroughbred 
stock, mainly shorthorns. 

Manitoba has before it Iho (jrospects 
of another l)imntiful harvest. The 
heavy crop of 18i)5 made it diflicnlt to dn 
88 much tali ploughing as usual, and a 
wet spring interfered it was thought 
very seriously with seeding, so that be- 
tween the two it had been predicted that 
1896 would be a lean year. The best 
authorities, however, assert that tht^ 
acreage under crop is not more than 10 
])er cent, less than last year, so that it 
would .«eeni that the farmers have made 
the most of the good weather they have 
had, and been more than usually diligent 
in their work. The iiiiantity, therefore, 
BO far as acreage ia concerned, while not 
quite e(|iial to ISli,"), will still be very 
large. The condilion oi the crop to dale 
is line, and cunipares favorably with the 
best of previous years. 

Provincial Dairy Commissioner Mac- 
donald ia inspecting creameries at Port 
age la Prairie and Oak Lake, llealsi 
visits other points along thoC.I'.U. main 
lino. 

Alex, McGaw, who for some years bus 
been manager of the Lake of the Woods 
Milling Co., has resigned and contem- 
plates going into busmess for himself in 
Winnipeg. 

There is some probability of wheat 
taking a rise in jirico during; llu^ next 
fortnight as a failure of the crops in the 
Dukotaa anil Minnesota ia looked for. 
Some of the dealers are not too sweet on 
Manitoba's iirospecta either. It may 
therefore pay the fanner who haa wheat 
to liokl it on a little longer. 

The Orangemen of .Minnedosa had a 
groat celebration. l'"onrteen lodges were; 
represented from Portage la Prairie, 
Clumas, Tapper, iMlen, Neepaw i, itoae- 
dale, Ulenbiirnie, Minnedosa, Uossbnrn, 
Shoal Lake, Kussell, Nowdale, and two 
from High Bluff. The procession was 
very large. Each lodge carried its colors 
and was accompanied by a band. After 
the walk the visitors had dinner at the 
various hotels and restaurants, and all 
re-assembled at 2 o'clock in the fair 
grounds where speeches were delivered. 

A gentleman of Winnipeg, who pos- 
uessea a steam launch, invited nine male 
friends to accompany him on a pleasure 
trip to Selkirk on Sunday morning. 
They started early, ami made the out- 
ward trij) in three hours and forty 
luinnte.a. Aftisr having refreshments at 
Selkirk tlioy wen; about to return, when 
tliey discovered that their lupply of coal 
had run out. They were able to pur- 
cliaao u couple of bags at Selkirk. This 
they found to bo unsuitable, and they 
had to gut wood to help in raising the 
steam. At St. Andrew's rapids there is 
a rook in the river which they never ob- 
served, and as it was directly in tln ir 
way the launch ran right into it, and 
there the party were stuck in the dark- 
ness of tb'- night, with only raging wa- 
ters around thorn.

Tlie i|nantity 
of furs received by the company during 
the last season wa» lart^er than that 
imported in the previous year. In spil 
of a verv coneiiierable decline in tli 
price of many of the fura, a good protit 
has resulted on the yei'.r's operaliona. 

The following are the principal chanizes 
shown at the last sales compared with 
the sales of 1895; Bear, declined 10 per 
cent. ; fox, cross, declined 30 per cent. ;

New Discoveries Made— Eush of Pas- 
sengers and Freiglit 
to Aiberni. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

.^I.BEtt^'r, July 13. — The amount of Lu- 
te rest that is taken in Alberai mineB 
and the rapidly growing trade that that 
section is doing with Victoria is shown 
by the crowd of passengera and the 
quantity of freight that ie shipped each 
trip of the Jlaudo. When she left her 
wharf on the night of the lOtli instant 
there were so many passengerB that they 
overflowed from the staterooms into the 
cabin and even on deck. Men slept in 
chairs and upon and niiderneath the 
tables and stowed theinselves away 
wherever there was a vacant space to he 
found. Freight was piled high upon the 
decks iitul among it was the three-stamp 
ponv mill that is to bu set up on Min- 
eral Ureek. 

.Among the )>assengerH were Dr. .lones, 
who has pretty well recovered from the 
aeeidcnt that made him lose the last 
trip c>f the iMaiide, and Mr. Uhalloner, 
who are now, after spending a day at 
.Alberiii, going to the .Sarita river, where 
th(!y have interests. Capt. John Irv- 
ing and .Mr. V.'illiain Muusie were also 
on board, on their way to Granite creek 
with several miners to put at work on 
tho gold claims in which they are inter-' 
ested. When the Maude reached the 
Sarita river Mr. Olarsnce Fenner, a min- 
ing engineer who is examining the 
.■\lberiii country for some Kngliah capital- 
iat.s, came al)oard. 

Uaptain Irving, Mr. Mnrisie, Mr. Fen- 
ner, and others, disembarked at Granite 
creek, which runs into the canal about 
ten luiU's from Alheini town, and |)ro- 
ceeded to examine tho mines in tliat 
district. By the way. Captain Irving 
e.tpects the new steamer Tees to replace 
the IMaude ne.Kt month, and with the 
wonderfully beautiful scenery aloni; the 
canal, the timber-clad hills hero !\nd 
there tipped with snow ])eakH, tho Ai- 
berni trip should prove a very attractive 
one for tourists w hen it can be maile on 
a line vessel like the Tees, nicely litted 
up, and with plenty of accommoiliition , 
The trail into Granite creek is a very 
good one, and with very little trouble 
could be made fit for jiack horses. At 
present it is somew hat i.if a task on 11 liot 
da)' to toil along the trail with a pack, 
I'lid the man who wisely goes light has 
the best of it. 

On the way in, the Star of the West 
claim, three and one cjuarter miles from 
the sea, was visited. It has a tun 
nel in about forty feet; there ii 
apparently a foot wall, but what might 
at lirat apjiear a hanging wall seeaia to 
be a fault. The vein is th ree feet wide 
carrying lime and stringers ol ipiartz 
with iron pyrites visible. The claim be- 
lonjis to .Messrs. McUoy, Hull", Ward and 
others, and a mill test of a ton of ore 
sent to the Tacomu smelter went |10.60 
in gold. This, of course, wae taken only 
from the surface, and much higher as- 
says have heen had from samples, so 
that with more development an increase 
of richness may be hoped for. 

The Islander claim belonging to the 
Islaiuler Co., of wliich Capt. Irving, Mr 
Munsie and other Victorians are mem 
bers, adjoins the Star of the We."t. Tlii 
character of the ore is ([uite dillereiit 
from that of the Star of the West, ex 
actly resembling in ap|iearaiiee the fain 
oua Trail Creek ores — cupper and iron 
carrying gold. Men started 111 to-dav 
(Monday) to cpen up the vein, and frnin 
the splendid ore taken from the Hiirfiice 
it looks iis if the Islander was goiii' 
be a line ore producer. 

Si I miles east from the .Star of the VVeat 
on Granite creek cornea the fainoOT 
t^tartz Mountain, on which is an eUi,r- 
uioiis ledge of ore which can be plainly 
traced for two miles. The mountain 
stands at the forks of Granite i^reel; ancl 
raise." its head to an elcviitioii of o 
1,(HJ() feet. 

The lowest chiini down I he hill i.s the 
Matcelle, then ciunes the Hannah, but! 
owned liy Oiiptaiii Irving, William .Mun- 
sie and a iiiinilier of other \'ictoiiaii 
The Kiiiiiiu, osviieil hy .Messrs'. Hanson it 
.McCoy, the Texas hy 1''. I'. Sannders, 
and the .Starlight by .Messrs. Poole and 
Ward. Tho body of ore ia so large that 
the walls have not yet been found, 
though on the llannali, Messrs. Hoage 
and Mathers, who are working there, 
have stripped the face for 90 feet. On 
the Starlight there are several men 
working who have stripped a face of 
40 feet, and think that they have now 
(oiiiiil the foot wall. They 'lind an iin- 
))ressioii that the hanging" wall )iad also 
been struck, but il seems more likely 
a fault, though when another couple (if 
feet is stripped down the wall may lie 
found. The ore stands right out ol the 
face of the mountain, which iiuikes it 
easier to trace, and all the way down to 
the .Marcelle idiiiiii the vein, which runs 
north west aiul soiitlieaat, may be traced. 
As the ledge reaches the Starlight, a lit- 
tle copper is found and further to the 
n that metal shows out still more 
strongly. The character of the ore on 
the 1 1 aiinah and Starlight is verv simi- 
lar, 11 hi 11 ish white quartz with pyrites

Tho 
Katne owners aa the Hannah and Jlar- 
cello own the Jieaver. 

On the other biimcli of Granite creek 
(what might bo called the soiitliwest 
branch ) are a number of clainia, anions 
thetn the Valkyrie, Red Ja<;ket , Hrowii 
Jacket, Hemlock, and others owned by 
Victorians. Then there are the Eureka 
mines and others, but time did not per- 
mit to visit them as it ia difficult getting 
over a roiiKh country. 

The hills are full of prospectors nnd 
finds are constantly being made. 

On Sunday night AVm. Poole discov- 
ered some splendid looking rock near 
Mount U)j:an. It was an iron stained 
quartz, carrying pyrites and what look- 
ed like antimony. It was likely looking 
stuff for both gold and silver. 

In all directions from Aiberni pros- 
pectors are eeeking gold. In the last 
month alone sixty-three locations were 
recorded with Mr. Thomas Fletcher, the 
government aneiit hen?. 

Back of Hell Gate, twenty miles down 
the eaiml, mineral has been discovered 
for the lirfit time. That was just si.x 
days ago and three claims are now re- 
cortled in tho iinme of Messrs. Saul and 
Huff. There ia a whole mountain of 
mineral there and asfiays from the Bur- 
lacB ran $15 to the ton. 

Another new place where mineral Iuih 
been diacovered jii the last few days is 
four and a half miles from Aiberni on 
the Nanaimo road, and a number of 
claima were staked there a week ago.
